Frozen Fish in France. 


Frozen, fish are flow imported into 


l/'nince, and a society formed in Mar- 
smlles for the purpose of developing .the 
trade has a steamer and a sailing ves- 
sel engaged in it 
The steamer Kokelle 


lately came into Marseilles with some 
80,000 kilogrammes of frozen fish in- 
iis hold, the temperature of which is 
kept at 17 C.below zero by means of a 
Picted machine (evaporating sulphur- 
ous acid). The fish are caught with 
the net i a "various:, .parts of the Medi- 
terranean" and, Atlantic. After arrival 
they are dispatched by night in a 
cold chamber. Experiment has shown 
that fish can be kept seven or eight 
months at alow temperature without 
the least alteration. {These fish are 
wrapped in straw or mkrine algae, and 
have been sent on to Paris, and even 
to Switzerland.—Chicago Journal.

FIRE IN A PLAY-HOUSE. 


Total Destruction of the Union 


Square Theater in New 


York. 


Loss About a Quarter Million Dollars- 


The Morton House Damaged— 


Several Fireman Injured. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 2ft—The Union Squar« 


Theater, with all its contents, wus de- 
stroyed by flre yesterday afternoon. The 
Morton House, adjoining on two sides, 
was badly damaged, anil tho Star Thea^ 
ter was in imminent danger for some 
timt. About one o'clock a chnmbernmkl 
in the rear ot tho top floor of the Morton 
House snw Kiiioke coming through the 
crevices in the docra of the main bail' 
way. 
SLo was too frantic with fear foi 


fully five minutes to give nn alarm, nml 
by that time smoko was pouring into the 
hotel. Her cries broiiglit about twenty 
chambermaids from their rooms on the top 
Boor, and the guests from their's on 
the others. All rnsliad pell-mell down the 
stairs, and not a fawjof them were brnieed 
by the trunks that wore flung down at the 
same time. The contusion £or a time was 
great, and much valuable time was lost. 
The work of the firemen was much hin- 
dered by a scarcity of water, and before 
a good stream could be gotten on the fire 
all possibility of saving tlio theater had 
passed. 
The ilromeu then cleared the 


Morton House of guests and attaches, 
and devoted their attention to saving the 
hotel. 


When the burning o£ the theater be- 


came known throughout the city the ex- 
citement was great, and it was intensi- 
fied every moment by special ambulance 
calls being sent out. 


The flames star ted in the rear rooms oi 


the top floor of the theater, and were 
fanned by n brisk, southwest wind, Tho 
dry wood work of the building blazed like 
shavings, and it wna not long bafore tha 
thin sheet-iron partition between thai 
portion o.C the hotel and the theater wns 
melted, and the mass of living coals 
dropped into the stage of the theater. The 
scenery aud curtains flashed up, and 
where the members oE the "Henrietta" 
company a few rainutos before finished 
their morning rehearsal, was a roaring 
flre. Ilia tricothe roof fell in, and the 
flames shot upward. The flrer became so 
hot that tlio firemen wero forced so far 
from the building that their efforts were 
almost useless. The Rtnr Theater was in 
constant danger, bnt the firemen finally 
slived it. 


Manager J. M. J1H1, 
of 
the Union 


Scjuare, was in his clVice in the building, 
and with him was Cashier Hall, of the 
Casino. They escaped with difficulty. 
Tho damage will amount to little loss 
than a third of a million dollars. Orer 
twenty ambulance calls had been sentout 
prior to two o'clock. 


At three o'clock the flre was under con- 


trol. When tlio fire was raging most 
fiercely tho roof ol the theater fell in 
wl)ile a number of firemen were doing 
service by fighting the fire from the in- 
terior of tho building. 


The spectators were horrified by hear- 


ing heartrending screams of agony, and 
in a moment or two a number of firemen 
rushed from the building carrying a num- 
ber of their couirades. They were Fire- 
man Frenezi, Asasistant Foreman Eaklns, 
Firemen Uenn, Ton! Lead, Frank Me- 
Quade and Frank O'Connor. They were 
all badly burned and injured by the fall 
ing timber, though; not fatally, it is 
thought, and were taken to the Now York 
Hospital.

The Ohio State Dairy and Food Commission, 


under the direction ol the Legislature of, that 
State, has made public the result of its recent 
official examination of the baking powders of 
the market. As many of the brands analyzed 
are in use throughout the country, the report of 
the Commission will be found of general interest. 


The startling fact is brought out by the report 


that of the thirty different brands of baking 
powder analyzed, twenty are made from alum, a 
substance declared by the highest medical au- 
thorities to be injurious to health when used In 
food. 


The Commission classify the baking powders 


Into three general divisions, according to their 
value-. 


1st. Cream of Tartar Bakinjr Powders; 
2d. Phosphate Baking Fowders; 
3d. Alum Baking Powders. 
The Commission explains that the best baking 


powder is tb'at which, tbe ingredients being 
healthful, gives off the largest amount of leaven- 
ing gas and leaves tlie smallest amount of resi- 
duum in the bread. A small amount of carbon 
ate of'ammonia, which is considered healthful, 
Is used Iu some o£ tlie cream of tartar po- dcrs 
to give them a higher strength, The Commission 
says that alurn Is undoubtedly a hurtful salt. The 
report ranks tho powders and shows the amount 
in each of Inert resultants, which In using it 
would appear as residuum in the bread, asfol 
lows:

Siberia, ;that our 
party reached the 
•village 
o£ Smo- 


lenko, just as the 
sun was sinking to 
rest. 
Soon 
the 


earth 
was 
en • 


veloped in dark- 
ness, and the dense 
moss of storm 
clouds which had 
been gathering in 


tho heavens, seemed ready to |>urst and pour 
the ir contents on tho sodden earth of the sleep- 
ing village. The gendarmes who accompanied 
mo had, as a great concession, and by heavy 
bribery, allowed me to remain over night at 
this littlo out of tho way village. 


This was In direct violation of every order 


issued when leaving Petersburg. Previous 
to starting on the Journey to tha for north 
tho officers of the law, who accompany the 
prisoner, are sworn to rest neither day nor 
night until their destination is reached. I 
had a twofold object in securing this delay. 
Ono was rest, but the principal ono was 
reifcuo. At our last interview in tho prison 
my f ricrad the Princess W 
had planned 


my escape. This was frustrated by tny being 
ordered on my journey one day earlier than 
was intended. But I had managed to have 
a lottor sent her, explaining what had oc- 
curred. It had beeii arranged that I should, 
It possible, halt at tho village, until a pass- 
port, horses and servant could reach me. As 
I was not euro of my letter reaching her in 
time, it was with a wildly anxious heart that 
1 listened for every sound borne on the mid- 
night air. 
As wo had been riding hard for two days, 


and my keepers were not averse to copious 
draughts of vodka, I soon found myself free 
to do as I pleased. This was what I had 
planned for, but alas I I was helpless, for I 
bad no passport. The princess was to have 
obtained this in the name of her secretary. 
As the hours wore away my anxiety in- 
creased, and my visits to the door of tho post 
house became more frequent. At last my 
listening ears were rewarded by tho sound of 
jingling bells, and a bright light flashed in 
tho distance, which came toward me with 
groat rapidity. Presently a second light 
flashed, and then I gave up all hope, f01 1 
knew that but one tarantnss would come to 
my roscuo, whilo this must bo some person of 
importance, as -the servants usually traveled 
in a second tarantass behind their master. 
My disappointment was all the more bittor 
as Ludomiloff, tho keeper of the post house, 
had long since retired with his numerous 
family, and, with tho gendarmes iu a beastly 
stato of inebriety, my rescue would be only 
the worlc of a moment. On tho tarantasses 
came, and when within a shorb distance of 
tho post house I could hear tho driver in the 
first conveyance uttering the most fearful 
curses that the keopor wna not outside with a 
light ready to receive them. I jumped at 
tho conclusion tbat it was ono of tho gen- 
erals appointed by tho government to in- 
spect tho way stations. 1 was exceedingly 
sorry for the poor keopor, for I well know 
Iiow tyrannical these inspectors could be 
when occasion required, and how very un- 
just they usually wore in thuir treatment of 
those under them, iiy suspicions wcro cor- 
ra:!;, for tho now arrival proved to be 
Cton, Tolstopouzoil, tho terror of rams-chicks 
and post station keepers. But most of these 
mwi in Russia take a pride in exhibiting tho 
power vested in them. Tliis man was the 
most arbitrary and cruel of them all. It was 
hit) spoci.il delight to so terrify these poor 
creatures that they would fall in a trembling 
heap at nix feet begging for mercy. In the 
present instance he rushed into the house in 
a perfect fury, shouting, "Loshadoyl (horses. 
These are changed nt every station). Where 
is that rascally keopor? I will show him how 
ti> receive his superiors." 


Ttie whole placo was in au uproar, iu tho 


uiidst of which my gendarmes awoke and 
I'tirne in for their share of abuse for violating 
thoir trust and allowing me to rest on my 
journey. Poor fellows, they slunk into a 
corner utterly confused. Their offense was 
considered tho more grievous as I had been 
allowed tnreo horses, tho better to expedite 
my journey. By this time tho poor keepor 
ImM arrived on tho scono, palo and trembling 
with fright. Ho stood by tho door, not dar- 
ing to speak lost immediate vengeance 
descend on his head. 
The general again 


shouted: "Why are not my horses ready?' 
Turning, ho saw tuo keeper. 


"Wretch, I will havo you sent to Siberia 


in chains," at tho samo time striking him a 
terrific blow in tho face. "Give mo tho com- 
plaiut book, I will enter a charge of drunken- 
ness against you I" 


Now, this complaint book is a perfect terror 


to thcsojjoor follows, who well know their 
doom, OUTO it reaches the hands of the gov.- 
ernment. 
Tho old raau, with trombling 


bands, produced tbo book which would seal 
his doom. Ho was tho fntbor of six chil- 
dren, and all wero subsisting on the paltry 
pittance of 300 roubles per year, house find 
fuel free. Luclonu'loff was n wounded soldier 
who had fought bravely all through the 
Crimean war ; ho was sober and attentive 
to travelers, and none had over found fault 
with him. When I reached the post station 
I found abundance of good cheer and kind 
treatment. The poor fellow bad placed the 
best of. everything bolero us—tea, vodlia, 
roast beef, eggs, mill: and cakes, and for en- 


govermneiit oppressing, us.,_T'nw.^be^I 
saw Gen. Tolstopouzoff about to inscribe a 
deliberate falsehood egainst thto iwtby ser- 
vant of foe czar, I coold not restrain my 
indignation, and stepping forward arrested 
his hand, saying: 
"' 
"General, yon are unjust; I can vouch tor 


this man's sobriety; he served my supper, 
and did it well, too. He afterward felt un- 
well and retired to his room to rest. Should 
you make this charge, the authorities will be- 
lieve you and discharge him. He has a large 
family depending on him. He has done his 
best for the service of his country." 


The general turned on me like a fiend. 


These men are so little used to Interference 
that for a moment'he seemed utterly duin- 
f ounded, but, soon finding his voice, he thun- 
dered forth: 


"How dare you interfere and lecture met 


Ketire to your room; I do not desire your 
presence here. Does thou understand?" 


To bo addressed as thou in Russia is con- 


sidered a very great insult, as the word is 
only nse-i by noblemen in speaking to peas- 
ants. 
"Thou! General, you forget you are in- 


sulting your equal.and a gentleman. I de- 
mand immediate satisfaction'." 


The general, in a terrible fury, stammered 


forth: "How dare you to address me, me, 
me, as 'thou!1" 


"I have rights equal to yours," I replied, 


"and you did insult me first. Did you not, 
general? I have many times heard of you, 
and felt sure if wo ever met I should find a 
man, gentlemanly and refined, at least with 
his equals. I regret that I have been disap- 
pointed in my estimate of your character. 
Your treatment of that poor wounded sol- 
dier was brutal in the extreme. You struck 
him in the face without just cause, and must 
understand you have committed an unpar- 
donable offense according to the laws of your 
country. If you insist on making a written 
complaint against the keeper I will imme- 
diately follow with a statement in the- some 
book of the outrage you have committed. I 
will also communicate with the minister of 
war and tho postmaster general about this 
affair. As for the personal insult offered my- 
self, I am awaiting satisfaction, and if you 
nro a gentleman you will apologize for your 
conduct." 


Tho general well understood" the law of 


Russia on this point, which is very strict. 
He was silent while I was speaking, but his 
humiliation was written on his face, while 
the keeper, servants and gendarmes, with 
eurpriso written on every feature, formed a 
circle around us, awaiting with bated breath 
the general's reply.

MOUmiRE 


An Intareitlii* neport From the IlHnoii 


Collage of A«rt«nltur«. 


A recent bulletin from the College 


ol Agriculture of, the University .ol 
Illinois, gives a statement of a number 
of observations and experiments on 
the amount of moisture in the soil ol 
the different localities, having a _ bear- 
ing on cultivation and underdraining. 
Eighty samples of soil, forty of which 
were from the first or upper foot in 
depth, and forty from the second or 
next foot below, were accurately ex- 
amined. They were taken from dif- 
ferent places in Champlain, Marion 
and Hancock Counties; and during the 
great drought which has prevailed gave- 
13.2 per cent, of water, in the two feet 
of upper soil amounting to 110,000 
gallons per acre. This is about one- 
fourth the amount contained in a 
thoroughly saturated soil. The lowest 
per cent, of wafer found in the upper 
foot 61 soil was 8.5, and was in oat 
stubble and in clover stubble. The 
highest per cent, in the upper foot was 
19, and was in a broom corn field, iu 
ono instance tiled and in the other 
untiled. 
Twelve per cent, was the 


lowest in the second foot (in an oat 
stubble), and 18.4 the highest, in a 
corn field. The bulletin informs us 
that there was no striking difference in 
the amount of water in the tiled and un- 
tiled land, (varying, however, from one 
to two per cent, in favor of a greater 
amount of water in the tiled land,) and 
then the remark is made that "there 
need be no fear that the laying of tile, 
which has been pushed forward with 
such enterprise and good judgment by 
the Illinois 'farmer in the past few 
years, will ever prove any thing but a 
benefit, and he may keep laying 12,000 
miles annually with the perfect assur- 
ance that he will get abundant returns 
for the capital invested." 


These examinations were mtide by T. 


F. Hunt, the assistant in agriculture, 
aided by Profs. Morrow and Burrill, 
and their real value to the farming 
public towards settling a question 
which has been disputed is doubtless 
much greater than all they have coat. 
From ten to fifteen million dollars 
have been expended in tile drainage in 
Ulinois, and it'is estimated that tile 
has been laid in the State enough to 
reach three times around the world. 
About, two million dollars is expended 
annually. No doubt is likely to arise 
as to its.benetit in a wet seaaoiv 


Fifty-six samples taken from fields 


showed more moisture in soils growing 
cultivated 
than uncultivated crops. 


Two feet deep the moisture in the 
former was 1.8.6, and in the latter 11.6 
percent, and about the same differ- 
ence in the upper foot—Country Oen- 
tUrnan. .

—Seed corn can not be too dry, ac- 


cording to the experience of a Connecti- 
cut larmer, who states that although 
his corn is good, sound and so dry that 
it will slide around with u touch, never- 
theless, he is taking tho precaution to 
season several Imsiiel in a warm room 
for seed.

The Amber of Samlaml. 


The gathering of amber has always been a 


royal monopoly—first held by the Teutonic 
tnights, bet of recent centuries farmed out 
to corporations by the Prussian government. 
It is found all along tho coast of Samland, 
tmd is obtained by divers and dredges, but is 
often discovered floating in the surf and sea- 
weed after a storm. In 1862, after one of the. 
most prolonged and furious gales that ever vis- 
ited the Baltic seai more than 4,000 pounds of 
tho precious stuff was washed ashore, the 
value of which at the market at Dantzic was 
over 8100,000. 


Small pieces of crude amber, of the ordi- 


nary quality, weighing not more than half 
an ounce, sell at wholesale for 75 cents to 81. 
Larger pieces bring much more, according 
to the quality and size. A chunk that will 
weigh a pound is worth several hundred dol- 
lars. The milky amber is considered the best, 
but the value is decreasing, because of the 
ability to imitate the genuine. Not one-tenth 
of the amber seen in the market is the real 
stuff, and tho bogus is said to be superior for 
nearly all the purposes for which it is used. 
The contractors have appealed again and 
again to Bismarck to prohibit the manufact- 
ure and sale of the imitation, but he smiles 
at them and says that human ingenuity mutt 
not be suppressed wheu it is exercised fo 
cheapen the cost of the necessaries of life 
without injury to the health of the people, 
and the pipe manufacturers applaud Bi» 
nuo-ck.—William Eleroy Curtis.
